The petition which was put into circula- 
tion last week asking for a special town 
meeting to reconsider the two Elm street 
articles was filed this week with the select- 
men, and town clerk George H. Winslow 
has certified the necessary amount of sig- 
natures. The selectmen will consider 
next Monday. 

While the state law does not require 
the selectmen to call a special meeting 
when the necessary 100 signatures are 
filed, such a request is rarely refused, and 
it is very probably that within the month 
Andover will have another discussion of 
whether or not to pave Elm street this 
year under chapter 90. The project would 
cost the town $4500 for the resurfacing of 
the road from the square to Washington 
avenue, and $1700 for various stretches of 
sidewalk building. The state and county 
would contribute $13,500 on the road 
work, 

The arguments generally advanced for 
the project are based on the statement 
that chapter 90 work might not be avail- 
able hereafter. It will also provide more 
work, a pre-town meeting estimate being 
$7000 worth. The regular B.P.W. men, it 
is understood, would do the work. 


In opposition to these arguments it has | 


been said that there has been no indica- 
tion that chapter 90 work would be dis- 
continued. The present estimated high 
tax rate is also advanced as an argument 
against the project. The project would 
add approximately 40 cents to the rate.

Welfare Costs 
Hit New High 


Textile Inactivity Continues— 
Doubtful If Welfare Funds 
Will Last 


Andover’s welfare expenditures are 
again mounting and this week they 
reached what officials believe to be an all- 
time peak. They were amounting to about 
$3300 monthly in January, but the start 
of the unemployment compensation 
checks brought temporary relief. How- 
ever, some of those payments have ex- 
pired and there have been many more 
welfare applicants, with the result that 
the January peak is now being surpassed. 

The W.P.A. quota is now double what 
it was in January, there being 157 men on 
the rolls. It is doubtful if the $14,500 
allowed for W.P.A. materials in the 
W.P.A. town meeting article and the 
Shawsheen drain article will be able to 
take care of this number of men, and it is 
also a question whether the $27,000 wel- 
fare appropriation will last out the year. 
Town officials are hoping however for a 
let-up in the present depressed state of the 
textile industry. The W.P.A. men average 
three days or $13.50 a week. Those on 
welfare who are able to work but whom 
the W.P.A. either through regulations or 
the small size of the quota cannot absorb 
are put to work on vyarious projects 
either under the public works department 
or the tree department. They get on the 
average two days a week. The group of 
so-called regular B.P.W. men are working 
three days a week, and if the Elm street 
articles go through at a special town meet- 
ing the chances are that this group will be 
given four days. 

Textile prospects still look poor, with a 
slight gain in employment at the Shaw- 
sheen mills recently being described as 
purely temporary, a small special job 
having come in. Marland’s are still at low 
mark and the Tyer Rubber company is 
also working we Ii below capacity.

“The Last of the Home-owners. ’ Legisla- 
tors for decades have been working in a 
seeming effort to finish this story, and if 
the present legislature adopts the pro- 
posed sales tax, the end will be not far off. 

It seems that the real estate tax on the 
home-owner was becoming quite a heavy 
burden some years ago, and so the legisla- 
ture decided to help out the home-owner 
by finding a new source of revenue. Govy- 
ernmental expenditures were mounting, 
but to curb them was unheard of. Instead 
the law-makers looked around for a new 
means of getting more money to spend, 
and they decided that it would be a good 
idea to take a certain percent annually of 
& person’s income, in order to help the 
poor over-burdened home-owner. ° 

However, real estate taxes didn’t drop 
the way that the legislators had promised 
they would. Moreover the home-owner as 
a wage-earner now had to pay an addi- 
tional tax on his income. Governmental 
expenditures kept mounting, and since it 
was obviously unheard of to curtail them, 
the legislators felt that they had better 
find a new source of revenue in order to 
help out the poor over-burdened home- 
owner. Automobiles were fairly new, with 
hard-surface roads replacing the old cow- 
path type. “W hy not tax motor ve- 
hicles?”” The cry went up in the State 
House. Arguments for such a tax were 
built up, and in order to provide safe- 
guards for the motorists it was decided 
that the new gasoline tax should be used 
only for highway purposes. In this way 
the cost of these roads would not be : 
burden on the home-owner and rea i 
estate taxes would be reduced. So the 
legislature adopted an excise tax on auto- 
mobiles and a tax on every gallon of gaso- 
line bought in the state, all in order ragain 
to help out the poor over-burdened home- 
owner. 

However, real estate taxes didn’t drop 
the way that the legislators had promised 
they w ould. Moreover the homeowner as a 

‘ar-owner had to pay an additional tax on 
his gasoline. Governmental expenditures 
kept mounting, and since it was obviously 
unheard of to curtail them, the legislators 
felt that they had better find a new source 
of revenue in order to help out the poor 
over-burdened home-owner. Prohibition 
had brought with it bootlegging and all 
its attendant evils. Unemployment was 
becoming quite a problem, too. ** Why not 
rep eal prohibition?” the legislators said. 

te will eliminate bootlegging. It will give 
work to a large number of people and it 
will help out the farmer in the middle- 
west. Then we can tax liquor and help out 
the poor over-burdened home-owner. 

However, real estate taxes didn’t drop 
the way that the legislators had promised 
they would. Governmental expenditures 
kept mounting, and since it was obviously 
unheard of to curtail them, the legislators 
felt that they had better find a new 
source of revenue in order to help out the 
poor over-burdened home-owner. Unem- 
ployment was still a big problem, and in 
order to provide funds to take care of the 
unemployed and aged, the legislators 
decided to establish a new system which 
they labelled “social security.”’ In order 
that the unemployed might receive bene- 
fits when out-of-work or beyond 65 years 
of age, it was decided to deduct a certain 
percentage from everybody’s pay enyel- 
ope and to make the employer contribute 
more.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

You ought not to talk as if the rise of 
American manufactures dated from Henry 
Clay. Before the Revolutionary War all 
the power of the government was exerted 
to keep down the manufacturing industry 
in America, and they couldn’t keep it 
down. The pages of diagrams bound into 
recent editions of the Century Dictionary 
at the word ‘“‘ wages” show not only how 
the American workingman’s living has 
sometimes gone down when the tariff went 
up, and up when it went down, but still 
more conspicuously how often his pro- 
gress has simply refused to pay any atten- 
tion to the rise or fall of tariffs. 

It should not be forgotten that almost 
any reduction of any part of the tariff will 
increase Uncle Sam’s tariff revenue, and 
thus help to keep down our other taxes 
for the same reason as the recent reduc- 
tion of railroad passenger fares increased 
the passenger revenue of most railroads.

Veteran Pastors 


A campaign to raise $1,517,000 in order 
to ‘keep faith” with 1400 of their veteran 
Christian pastors and widows of pastors, 
has just been launched by the Congrega- 
tional and Christian churches of the 
United States and will run in this region 
until May 30. The quota of the Debt of 
Honor Campaign for the Northern New 
England region is $555,000 and the 
Massachusetts quota is $400,000. Rev. 
Newman Matthews, esteemed pastor- 
emeritus of the West church, is on the 
committee for this district.

Local committees of Congregational 
business and professional men in Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont are at work in every community 
where there are Congregational and 
Christian churches. This is called the 
Northern New England region and Rey.

Leon E. Grubaugh of Adams, Massachu- 
setts, has been given six months’ leave of 
absence from the First Congregational 
church of that city to act as director of the 
Northern New England region with head- 
quarters at 14 Beacon street, Boston. 

“The Debt of Honor Fund of a little 
over a million and a half dollars is being 
raised by the Congregational and Christ- 
ian churches of America to complete the 
amount necessary for an annuity prom- 
ised to some 1400 older ministers or their 
widows,” explains Director Grubaugh. 
“The maximum of this annuity is only 
$500 to a minister who has served the 
church thirty or more years, $300 to his 
widow, and less for a shorter term of 
service. Of the funds nedeed 73 percent 
are in hand from income from payments 
made by the ministers themselves and 
from a fund raised by the church some 
years ago, known as the ‘Pilgrim Memor- 
ial Fund.’ These sources have provided 
more than expected. 

“The remainder has been paid to date 
out of the Missionary funds, but this plan 
cannot longer be continued because of the 
great decrease in Missionary giving in re- 
cent years, while the amount required for 
these annuity payments has been rapidly 
increasing. It would work much greater 
hardship on Missionary pastors, teachers, 
schools, hospitals, ete., at a time when 
they are desperately pressed and sorely 
needed, Appeal, therefore, is being made 
directly to the churches throughout 
America this spring to pay this Debt of 
Honor to these older ministers, without 
further sacrifice of the Missionary cause.” 


Director Grubaugh further explained 
that this is a special group who stand in 
need of this Fund, these so-called original 
annuity members having joined the fund 
before 1922, when the plan was closed. All 
younger ministers are provided for in 
another plan, whereby their annuities are 
earned by payments made annually dur- 
ing their ministry.

Work of John Sloan in Gallery Exhibit 


has been lent to the Andover exhibition by 
the Whitney Museum of American Art, 
New York is also one of the best paintings 
of this period. 

In Sloan’s work from 1928 to the 
present time we find an abrupt change, 
and over this change considerable con- 
troversy has taken place. Sloan appears to 
have abandoned his earlier interest in the 
life of the city and is absorbed in a new 
technique. The later pictures are in the 
main studies of nudes in which a kind of 
cross-hatching is used to form ‘‘the 
colour-shell which embraces the shape 
beneath.”’ To many visitors to the Addi- 
son Gallery exhibition the earlier works 
will be preferred, but one cannot help but 
admire the artist’s refusal to remain static 
in his work but to continue to experiment 
and develop. Of his later work he says: 

“TI find myself naturally more enthus- 
iastic over the efforts of the last ten years. 
The creative artist will never find many 
who care to follow in his line of progress. 
That tiny group which composes the art 
public, having at first scorned his works of 
past decades, have finally accepted them, 
and they would have him spend his 
energy in producing more of these now 


The major spring exhibition at the 
Addison Gallery of American Art, Phillips 
academy, is an important one in the field 
of American Art—a retrospective exhibi- 
tion of the work of John Sloan. This exhi- 
bition is somewhat unique in that the 
selection of the pictures and the writing 
of the catalogue has been left almost en- 
tirely to the artist. It is not often that an 
artist is allowed an opportunity to pass 
critical judgment in print on his own 
work, but in the Andover exhibition, John 
Sloan has written a comment on each 
picture, and in the foreword to the cata- 
logue sets forth his own creed and exper- 
ience as an artist. 
In the early part of this century, 
Sloan’s work was considered revolution- 
ary—mainly because he departed from 
the prevailing custom of 19th century 
painters—i.e., in painting the beauties of 
landscapes and turned to the life about 
him in New York City. In his early pic- 
tures, he treats such themes as ‘Chinese 
Restaurant” and ‘‘McSorley’s Back 
Room” of which he writes: 
“The back room (of McSorley’s Bar) 
was like a sacristy. Here old John Me- 
Sorley would sit greeting old friends and 
philosophizing.
